Wicker  bill  permanently  ends  taxpayer-funded  abortions 


MMSHINQTON,  O.C.  (SpoeM) 
—  U.S.  Senator  Roger  H  icker  of 
Miaaisaippi  is  one  of  three  law¬ 
makers  who  have  infroduced 
the  No  Taxpayer  Funding  for 
Abortion  Act  to  establisn  a 
permanent,  government-wide 
prohibition  of  taxpayer  fund¬ 
ing  for  abortiont. 

wicker,  a  RtmubUcaii.  joined 
Senators  Pat  RoberU  (R-Kn.) 
and  Deb  Placher  (R-Nt),  in  in¬ 
troducing  Senate  Bill  184.  Mis- 
sissirars  smior  U.S.  Senator, 
Republican  Thad  Cochran,  is 
listed  as  a  co-sponsor. 


Similar  policies  currently  in 
effect  that  prohibit  taxpayer 
funding  of  abortions,  such  as 
the  Hyde  Amendment,  require 
annual  passage  and  do  not  ap¬ 
ply  to  Obamacare.  If  passed  by 
the  U.S.  Congress  and  simied 
into  law  by  U.S.  Present 
Donald  Trump,  S.  184  would 
address  those  issues. 

The  legislation  also  in¬ 
cludes  a  provision  requiring 
all  plans  offered  by  dbaina- 
care  exchanges  to  publicly 
disclose  whether  the  plans 
include  coverage  of  elective 


abortion  procedures  and  the 
aboitiop  rareharge  embedded 
into  abortion-covering  plans.

able,  the  nonpartisan  Govern¬ 
ment  Accountability  Office 
issued  a  report  showing  that 
taxpayer  dollars  paid  for 
more  than  1,000  health  in¬ 
surance  plans  that  included 
elective  anortinn.

^Uar  spent  on  the  lottery  is  a 

dollar  that  cannot  be  t^ient  in 
the  local  economy.  Just  as  ca- 
smos  shut  down  many  femiiy- 
owned  small  businesses  on 
tte  Mississippi  Gulf  Coast  and 
throu^iout  our  state,  a  lottery 
wUl  do  the  same.  Legitimate 
tax  revenue  win  decune. 

If  lOoX  of  the  lottery  money 
w^to  a  good  cause,  I  would 

sun  be  assinst  it  for  the  above 
reasons.  Too  much  of  the  lot¬ 


to  the  p- oblems.  Many  profit 
hrom  the  butmess  aide  of  a  lot¬ 
tery.  “Admmiatiative*  coats  are 
too  hi^  If  you  diarge  ts  to 
enter  a  state  park,  too  much  of 


the  $5  goes  to  the  gate  keeper. 
It  IS  the  same  with  a  lotteiy. 

In  the  early  seventies,  I  was 
in  a  lottery-  fo.  the  mni- 
tary  draft.  We  were  told  the 
first  120  birthdates  would  be 
drafted,  the  last  120  would  be 
safe,  and  the  middle  120  would 
be  up  for  grabs.  My  birthdate 
was  drawn  number  52  in  that 
tot^,  but  U.S.  President 
Richard  Nixon  shut  down  the 
Vietnam  War.  At  least  in  that 
lottenr  there  %vere  more'win- 
ners  than  losers.  Not  so  in  a 
state  lottery. 

If  our  state  economy  ia  sup- 
poa^  doing  to  great,  why  u 
t^  auch  a  need  tor  addition¬ 
al  gambling  revenue?  If  gand- 
bling  revenue  u  the  rure-an 
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for  the  financial  problems  of 
om  .state,  why  haven't  the  ca¬ 
sinos  solved  all  our  problems? 
After  a  few  years  of  the  lottery, 
what’s  next  to  raise  revenue?  , 
If  all  fifW  states  put  all  their 
rainy-day  fund  money  in  one 
pot  and  drew  out  one  winner, 
bow  would  the  other  forty- 
nine  states  feel  about  a  lottery? 
Tiic  answer  for  any  revenue 
problems  for  our  state  ts  not 
to  play  Monopoly  or  the  lot¬ 
tery.  'Inis  is  not  a  game;  we’re 
talking  redl  Ufc.  IfTcannot 
balance  my  personal  bu^et,  I 
will  not  biv  a  lottery  ticket.  I 
will  cut  my  expenses  and  look 
for  additional  work. 

If  your  outgo  exceeds  your 
mcome.  then  your  upkeep  win 
be  your  downtaU. 

Mew  pray  lor  our  elected 
officuds  that  they  wiU  have  the 
couran  and  wisdom  to  din  the 
right  thing,  but  also  let  them 
know  how  you  fcel.

Wiiiing  Servants  •  Judges  4:4-10,  12-16 


I  am  tiiiilled  to  share  an  incredible 
atorr  that  is  embedded  deep  in  the  Usto- 
ly  of  Mississippi  Baptists.  Around  17^1, 
Mdiile  this  area  was  still  under  Spanuh 
rule,  Richard  Curtis  and  other  pteach- 
ets  made  their  first  trip  fiom  South 
Cantina  to  Missisairoi.  Their  purjpose 
was  to  preach  the  Gospd.  When  the 
Spaniaru  beard  of  Curtis'  preceding, 
they  conducted  a  manhunt.  Curtis  arid 
his  feQow  preachers  were  forced  into 
hiding.  They  needed  to  return  to  South 
Carolma  but  had  no  ptoviskms  for  the 
tr^.  The  men  In  the  area  were  too  scared 
to  take  provisions  to  Curtis.  This  crisis 
threatened  to  end  their  work.  However, 
CMoe  Holt,  stirred  bv  God,  came  out  of 
the  crowd  and  said,  'if  the  men  are  too 
faint-hearted  to  go,  saddle  me  a  horse 
and  rU  go;  arid  the  Spaniards  may  catch 
me  if  they  can.' She  put  on  men's  cloth¬ 
ing,  cUmbed  on  the  hone,  and  under 
threat  of  imprisonment  or  death,  de- 
liveted  the  much-needed  provisions  to 
Curtis  and  his  men.  In  1798,  with  the 
Spaniards  no  longer  in  power,  Richard 
Curtis,  his  wife,  and  others  returned  to 
Miaaiasippi.*  God  restored  His  people 
to  &oed^  using  a  huthfiii  and  willing 
servant.  Join  me  as  we  consider  another 
feithAil  and  wilUns  servant  -  Deborah. 

The  book  of  Juo^  takes  us  from  the 
death  of  Joshua  up  to  Samuel.  Though 
die  author  is  not  named,  tradition  cites 
Samuri  as  the  author.  Outing  this  time, 
the  taraelites  repeated  the  eyefe  of  re- 
bettea  over  and  over  again.  'In  each 


case  we  read  the  words,  'And  the  chil¬ 
dren  of  Israel  did  evil  in  the  sigiR  of 
the  Lord.*  And  each  time  God  raised 
up  a  jucige  to  point  the  Israelites  back 
to  Him.  Judges  often  ruled  over  dif- 
finent  areas  and  their  times  of  service 
overlapped.  However,  Deborah  %vas  a 
nation  leader  of  Israel.  She  was  also 
wife  of  Lapidoth,  prophetess  and  mili- 
tary  leader.  Gcxl  raised  up  Deborah  be¬ 
cause  the  IsradHes  disobeyed  God  and 
He  ‘sold  them  into  the  h^  of  Jabin 
king  of  Canaan  who  reigned  in  Haxor* 
(Judges  4:2,  NKJV).

We  ate  not  privy  to  Goas  initial 
command 
to  mobilize 
the  Israel¬ 
ite  forces 
at  Mount 
Tabor.  In¬ 
stead,  we

for  an  imdate  as  to  why  be  bad  not 
obeyed.  God  alrmuiy  bad  promised  vic¬ 
tory  against  Jabin's  army  commander 
Siseia,  but  Barak  bad  not  moved. 

A  Deni  Struck  -  Judges  4:8-10 
Barak  explained  that  he  would  de¬ 
ploy  if  Deborah  accompanied  him.  He

said,  ‘If  you  will  go  with  me,  then  I 
will  jp;  but  if  you  will  not  go  with  me, 

1  will  not  go!'  (v.  8).  Deborah  agreed, 
reminding  Barak  that  he  %vouId  not  be 
honored  as  the  victor  because  of  his 
timid  response.  She  said,  *I  will  surely 
go  with  you;  nevertheless  there  wfi]  be 
no  glory  for  you  in  the  foumey  you  are 
taking,  for  the  Lord  wiU  sell  Sisera  into 
the  hand  of  a  woman'  (v.  9).  Then  Deb¬ 
orah  accompanied  Bar^  and  the  army 
to  Mount  Tabor. 

The  Orders  Issued  -  Judges  4:12- 14 
Sisera  was  informed  of  Barak's 
troops  assembling  so  be  summoned  his 
men  to  face  Barak.  Deborah  remind¬ 
ed  Barak 
of  God's 
promise 
and  then 
directed 
him  to  en- 
g^e  with 
S is  e  r  a ' s 
army. 
Barak  led 
the  army  of 
ten  thou¬ 
sand  men  down  Mount  Tabor  to  f^t 
agunst  Sisera's  nine  hundred  chariots 
3t  iron. 

The  Victory  Won  -  Judges  ^15-16 
God  caus^  Sisera's  army  to  become 
confused,  and  the  warriors  abandoned 
their  chariots.  Barak  and  his  troops 


pursued  Sisera's  army  until  ‘not  a  man 
was  left'  (v.  16).  The  story  concludes 
with  Sisera's  d^th.  He  was  hiding  in 
a  tent  when  *Jael,  Heber's  wife,  took 
a  tent  p^  and.. .a  bammer...and  drove 
the  p«  into  his  temple*  (v.  21). 

God  uses  faithftu  and  willing  ser¬ 
vants.  Godly  leaders,  both  male  and 
female,  are  expected  to  follow  God's 
contmands  and  directives.  We  are 
blessed  to  have  godly  female  examplch, 
like  Deborah  and  Jael,  in  the  Bible;  and 
our  history  as  Baptists  may  have  ended 
without  God's  intervention  through 
Chloe  Holt.  Today,  wc  are  blessed  with 
female  leaders  in  ministry  throughout 
Mississippi.  They  serve  fo  volunteer 
and  paid  positions.  Some  work  full¬ 
time  and  others  part-time.  They  serve 
as  ministers  of  preschool,  children, 
youth,  family,  music,  adrriinistration, 
education,  oiscipleship,  women,  and 
as  teachers  and  WMU  leaders.  Why 
not  take  a  moment  to  thank  them  for 
being  faithful  and  willing  sen-ants  and 
to  encourage  them  in  their  ministries?

Sharing  with  Joy  •  Philigpians  1:12-21 


Today's  ietaon  is  on  sharing  the 
real  joy  that  Paul  exhibits  and  ex- 
pbina  here  in  the  first  chapter  of 
niilippiaiw.  Remember,  H.  I.  Hes¬ 
ter  toU  «a  the  Book  of  Philippians  is 
Paul's  moat  informal,  intimate  and  re- 
vealtag  epistle.  The  Heart  of  the  New 
Testament  called  this  letter  ‘a  spon¬ 
taneous  expression  of  love  and  grati¬ 
tude.*  *TTiougfa  it  was  written  from 
prison  amid  tfepressing  circumstanc¬ 
es  it  rings  with  joy,  confidence,  faith 
and  hope.*  Our  challenge  during  this 
ttndy  is  to  grow  In  our  understanding 
of  how  tod  why  Paul  had  such  real  joy 
while  a  prisoner  chained  to  a  guard  in 
the  Roman  prison. 

Paul  wrote  'Now  I  want  you  to 
know,  brothers,  that  what  has  hap¬ 
pened  to  me  has  actually  resulti^  m 
the  advance  of  the  gospel.”  Philippi- 
ana  1:12  (HCSB).  The  Apostle  Paul's 
greateat  desire  was  to  share  the  Gos¬ 
pel  of  Jesus  the  Christ.  Anything  that 
advanced  this  Gospel  brought  him 
real  deep  'Joy.'  Sharing  this  Gospel 
was  such  a  deep  desire  of  Piul's  heart 
that  he  knew  real  joy  when  God  usw 
Um  in  any  way,  at  any  cost.  Actimlly. 
when  Paul  amved  at  Rome  in  chains 
It  was  the  successful  completion  of  a 
plan  that  he  was  convincra  that  God 
nad  given.  For  Paul,  a  proud  Roman 
atixen.  it  was  a  lifefoM  dr^m  to  get 
to  the  Chy  of  Rome.  Tnis  dream  had 


seemed  impossible  until  God  lead  the 
Apostle  to  realize  that  by  appealiiu 
for  a  trial  before  the  Emperor  he  could 
get  the  Roman  Soldiers  to  provide  him 
with  an  escorted  trip  to  Rome. 

Not  only  had  Paul  s  plan  sctually  got  - ' 
ten  him  to  Rome,  It  was  working  in  its 
higher  purpose  to  successfully  share  t^ 

5ood  news  of  salvation  through  fiiith  in 
esus,  the  carpenter  of  Nazareth.  The 

missionary’.  P*!*!.  ““I  '*® 

that  it  has  become  known  throughout 
the  whole  imperial  giurd.  and  to  every¬ 
one  else, 
that  my 
imprison¬

Caesar’s  own  personal  Ixidy  guard. 
This  guard  did  not  have  the  reputa¬ 
tion  for  being  thoughtful  of  prisoners. 
But  Paul  considered  these  guards  a 
captive  audience  for  his  preaching. 

Paul  felt  like  his  imprisonment  built 
confidence  in  other  Oiristians  around 
him  to  dare  to  speak  freely  about 
Christ.  'Moat  of  the  brothers  in  the 
Lord  have  gained  confidence  from  my

imprisonment  and  dare  even  more  to 
speak  the  message  fearlessly,'  Philip- 
ptans  t:  14  (HCSB).  Christianity  has 
often  grown  in  times  of  persecution. 
We  should  speak  freely  and  boldly 
about  Christ  and  the  "Joy*  available  to 
anyone  who  places  their  faith  in  Him. 
Paul  says  he  is  eager  to  boldly  share 
the  Gospel.  Here  are  his  words,  "My 
eager  expectation  and  hope  is  that  I 
will  not  De  ashamed  about  anything, 
but  that  now  aa  always,  with  all  bold¬ 
ness,  Christ  will  be  highly  honored  in 
my  body, 
whether  by- 
life  or  by 
death.  For

wideap.-ead  and  probably  worse  than 
an)  other  time  in  history.  But  for  us 
in  America,  Satan  more  often  inti¬ 
mates  with  fears  other  that  pby.sical 
torture.  Satan's  attacks  are  still  real 
and  we  must  be  ready  to  face  hi  at¬ 
tacks  and  still  share  with  joy. 

An  example  of  the  real  danger  faced 
by  American  r’hristian.s  i-  portrayed 


in  the  movie  "God's  Not  Dead."  In 
this  movie  Josh,  a  college  freshman, 
is  intimidated  by  his  Phuosophy  pro¬ 
fessor,  Professor  Radisson,  to  sign  a 
statement  at  the  beginning  of  mass 
that  God  is  Dead.  Professor  Radisson 
is  a  committed  atheist  who  demands 
all  of  the  students  in  his  large  lecture 
class  admit  that  God  is  fiead. 

When  Josh  is  the  only  student  in  the 
class  that  does  not  agree  to  forgo  the 
“dusty  arguments’  for  God's  existence. 
Professor  Radisson  threatens  his 
gra^s.  his  academic  future,  and  as¬ 
signs  him  the  extra  assigrmient  of  pre¬ 
senting  arguments  to  the  class  for  the 
existence  of  God.  Then  the  professor 
givi-s  everyone  else  an  extra  reading 
assignment  to  prepare  for  this  dcbati- 

Josh  faces  intensitying  intimi¬ 
dation  from  the  professor,  his  girl 
friend,  and  others  to  just  compromise 
and  -ign  the  statement  that  Gocr'ls 
dead.  But  Josh  persists  in  preparing 
the  presentations  on  hi:,  claim  Gml 
is  Not  Dead.  Students,  teachers,  lo 
cal  officials,  preachers,  chaplains,  etc 
face  real  pn.ssure  to  not  openlv  share 
the  Joy  of  Jesus'  love  and  Ine  tSospel.
